TREASURY DISTURBED 
BY DROP OF POUND 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—() 
Secretary Morgenthau said today 
he was “disturbed” by the severe 
decline in the British pound in the 
last few days and was seeking 
means of “combatting” specula- 
| tion in the currency. 
| Some action might be necessary, 
‘he explained at a press confer- 
‘ence, because the depreciated and 


| fluctuating value of English money 
was “unsettling to the American 
importer and exporter.” 

He explained that while the 
British place an official war-time 
value of $4.02 in American money 
on the pound, its price in the New 
York foreign exchange market 
plunged last week to about $3.75 
and today was around $3.83. 

His first step, Morgenthau said, 
was to demand more information 
from the New York federal re- 
serve bank about who has been 
“dumping British money on the 
New York market.” He added, 
however, that he had “a pretty 
good idea” of where the selling 
was coming from and said that 
some of it had been by central 
banks of certain unnamed coun- 
tries.

290 POLISH PLANES 
LAND IN RUMANIA 


Total of 500 Aircraft Be- 
longing to Poland Now 
Interred in Cernauti.

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A Great Court Record 


Georgia’s supreme court has set an example 
of judicial efficiency which should meet with 
the approval of all citizens in the state. In 
fact, it will be surprising if the court’s record 
does not bring to it national attention and ac- 
claim. 

- Statehouse reporters yesterday discovered 
that on September 16 all cases which had been 
submitted to the court before this September 
call, have been decided with the exception of 
37 cases. During the week of September 11, 
76 opinions were delivered and 13 applications 
for certiorari disposed of. The court handles 
some 500 cases each year. 

It probably has been 40 or 50 years since 
the state’s supreme court was so well advanced 
with its work. All members of that disting- 


-uished body merit congratulations for efficient 


service rendered. 

The law’s delay long has been a subject of 
It probably existed long before 
Shakespeare gave utterance to it in the fa- 
mous soliloquy of Hamlet which begins, “To be 
or not to be—” The average layman believes 
courts are slow. Businessmen, used to cutting 
through red tape, think courts. unnecessarily 
slow. Nevertheless, a court should be delib- 
erate. When a man’s freedom or his property 
is at stake he does not wish a speedy decision. 
The court must accept long and voluminous 
records. It cannot and should not act with 
speed. Yet much of the law’s delay may be 
credited to courts which do not work with dill- 
gence. The citizens of Georgia may know by 
the splendid record of their supreme court that 
its members are at work. Certainly the bar of 
the state will appreciate the fact their cases 
may not long be held up. Even more certain 
will be the appreciation of litigants. 

There are two appelate courts in the state 
and this example of the supreme court may be 
an inspiring one to them. Meanwhile, the 
splendid record of the state’s highest court 
merits the congratulations of all those inter- 
ested in good government. 


School and Your Child 


A timely —and intelligent — suggestion to 
parents has been made by Dr. T. F. Abercrom- 
bie, director of the State Department of Pub- 
lic Health. Declaring that entrance into school 
is a major event in a child's life, Dr. Aber- 
crombie called attention to the need for proper 
physical, social and emotional adjustments for 
the first-grader. 

Making many good points in his advice, Dr. 
Abercrombie emphasizes that the first year at 
school is a hazardous experience for the six- 
year-old. Quoting statistics, he states that 
there are yearly an unusually large percentage 
of first-grade students who fail to be promoted 
to the second grade. In this connection, he 
points out two important things. One, that re- 
peating grades means great expense to the 
state. Second, and more important from the 
human standpoint, this failure to be promoted 
often deeply discourages the child and may 
even set the pattern for future failure in life. 

As Dr. Abercrombie points out, many fac- 
tors cause retardation in the first grade but 
undoubtedly poor health is one of the most im- 
portant of these. His excellent advice to par- 
ents outlines a simple program, well worth the 
time and trouble. Namely, proper immuniza- 
tion against communicable disease, and a 
check-up by the family physician for any de- 
fects which require medical and dental atten- 
tion. The wisdom of this procedure goes with- 


out saying. 


‘See America First”’ 


The slogan “See America First” is due for a 
resurgence with increasing vigor, now that Eu- 
rope is embroiled in war, travel men in this 
country believe. Pointing to the present, tour- 
ist agents and others reported that this sum- 
mer was something of a banner year for travel 
in the United States and nearby waters. Na- 
tional parks reported a better average attend- 
ance than in 1937, a peak year, while tourist 
traffic to Cuba and the West Indies was heav- 
fer than the previous year.

Neutral and Prepared 

The Constitution yields to none in its ab- 
horrence of Hitlerism. 

Hitlerism has demonstrated itself to be a 
menace to free institutions, to peace, to order- 
ly government and to international decency. 

Yet The Constitution is convinced this coun- 
try best can protect the free institutions of 
the world by making our nation armed and 
ready for any eventuality; truly neutral; and 
thereby increasing the chances this continent 
will not be involved in war. 

For that reason, we believe the neutrality 
act should be amended. Senator Byrnes of 
South Carolina stated the case well when he 
said: 

. I believe we should continue to do business as 
we have throughout history and sell to Germany, 
Great Britain, or any other government, the 
products of our farms and factories, provided 
they will pay cash and carry home their pur- 
chases. To depart from this American policy at 
this time is an unneutral act. It amounts to favor- 
ing Hitler. This I am unwilling to do. 

There was reason for no change of the act 
at the time the senate committee refused to 
consider the amendments. The European. na- 
tions were then on the verge of war, despite 
Senator Borah’s statement his information was 
better than that of the State Department and 
there would be no war. Any change then would 
have appeared an attempt on the part of this 
nation to participate in the beginnings of war. 
Now that war has come this nation needs to 
be restored to the status of a neutral nation, 

The United States is not morally or finan- 
cially obligated to go to the aid of France and 
England no matter how much we may desire 
to see them win. England and France are not 
at war to protect democracy, but to protect 
their own interests. This we should do. We 
went into one war to protect democracy. There 
is much less democracy in the world today than 
when we declared war in 1917. 

This is not, in more ways than years, 1917. 
Our national debt when the last World War 
began was $1,000,000,000. Today it is $40,000,- 
000,000. Most of that increase came out of the 
collapse of world affairs following that World 
War. Our budget today is almost nine times 
what it was before we went to war. We are 
paying taxes which are higher and we cannot 
balance the budget. Today one-fifth of the peo- 
ple are dependent on the government. 

War is costly. Its expense keeps mounting 
long after peace has been declared. 

The neutral nations of the last World War, 
Holland, Switzerland, Sweden, Denmark and 
those of our own part of the world, showed us 
how to remain neutral. They did not keep out 
of war by setting up embargoes. They have 
not now set up embargoes. 

The proposition to keep materials of war out 
of American ships, to prevent sales on credit, to 
refuse loans to the belligerents but to sell to 
Germany, to England, to France or any who 
come, appears the true neutrality. 

To sell to Italy or Russia, which in turn may 
sell to their ally, Germany, and to refuse sales 
to England, is not neutrality. 

While we remain neutral, we should pay at- 
tention to our own needs and prepare for our 
own defense. Our armed strength should be 
built up to whatever level is necessary to make 
us proof against attack. Especially should our 
air force and mechanized units be developed. 

Neutral and prepared, this nation can keep 
out of war. More important still, it can, when 
war is done, help rebuild the world on a stable 
basis if we have preserved civil liberties, free 
institutions and national decency. 


Water for Thirsty Acres 

Once again man strives to conquer nature— 
for the benefit of man. For the largest con- 
crete canal-lining job ever undertaken in the 
United States is being rushed to completion— 
so that 70,000 thirsty acres of the fertile Rio 
Grande valley may have water. This gigantic 
irrigation project will be, when completed, one 
of the most complete in the nation. This 
month, between 20,000 and 25,000 acres will be 
supplied with water and additional acreage will 
be watered from time to time until the entire 
70,000 acres of its scope will be fed, beginning 
December 31. 

A few statistics tell the story of this accom- 
plishment. Altogether, the project will include 
150 miles of concrete-lined canals, 130 miles of 
underground pipelines, plus many reservoirs 
and pumping stations. The concrete contract- 
ing company has 1,300 men working on lining 
of the canals, and the company’s contract is 
the largest of its nature ever awarded in this 
country. The only larger one was for a canal 
project in India. 

The results of the project will be far-reach- 
ing and of vast benefit. The irrigation will en- 
able the area to produce three or four crops a 
year. It will also help to make productive 7,000 
acres of citrus fruits which heretofore have 
borne little marketable produce because of wa- 
ter shortage. 

In times like the present, when there is so 
much destruction, it is good to know that con- 
structive things are being done and that men 
are striving to make the world fertile instead 
of desolate.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—No 

‘ spectacle is more disturbing than 
an attack of governmental hystéria, none more reassuring than the 
resistance of the ordinary administrative machinery to such attacks. 
A case in point is the current preparation for taking over South 
American trade lost to Europe by war. 

For various reasons—chiefly the long-felt alarm at German 
economic penetration to the southward—the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war.was the signal for really extraordinary alarums and 
excursions, The temptation to do the dashing thing is always strong 
in the President, and in this case seems to have infected the State 
Department. The first project was a grand public gesture toward 
seizing the opportunity of Germany’s disablement. * 

The Commerce Department was actually instructed to prepare 
a list, post-haste, of all German exports to South American nations. 
The list having been prepared, the order was to reach all American 

firms manufacturing equivalent goods by long-distance telephone. 
The American manufacturers were to be urged to dispatch armies 
of salesmen to Rio, Buenos Aires or Bogota by special plane. And 
while teaching our own go-getters how to go and get the business, 
the administration was to proclaim our loving desire to serve our 
neighbors. This fantastic scheme was accompanied by others of the 
same sort, such as a plan for financing South American purchases 


‘of American goods by government buying of South American sur- 


plus commodities. 


REASON’S TRIUMPH Fortunately a few officials, at the Com- 

merce Department and elsewnere, kept 
their heads well enough to point out the great continuing dilemma 
of our South American trade. This is. quite simply, that while the 
South American demand for our goods is almost unlimited, the goods 
South American nations can give us in return are chiefly commodi- 
ties like wheat and meat, with which we are already well supplied. 
How then, the wise officials asked, are the South Americans to pay 
us, if we flood the continent with the products of our super-sales- 
manship? 

This rudely practical question dampened the enthusiasm of the 
first moments. After a long series of conferences attended by Com- 
merce, Treasury and State Department officials, and representatives 
of the RFC, Export-Import Bank and other lesser agencies, a calm 
and reasoned policy was finally worked out. It may be described 
as generosity tempered with firmness. 

The anxiety of the American business men and American govern- 
ment to facilitate trade with their neighbors is to be clearly signi- 
fied. All business propositions made by South American nations 
will be examined in a welcoming spirit. At the same time, they 
will also be carefully examined from the practical standpoint, so 
that no large unpayable debts are created. And, meanwhile, the 
opportunity presented by the need for economic assistance from us 
will be used to bring firm but friendly pressure on such countries 
as Mexico, whose economic relations with the United States are now 
unsatisfactory. With the exception of this latter intention, which 
is best left unspoken, the policy will be expressed in a broad pesce 
and trade declaration at the Panama conference. 


HEALTHY PROFITS, SOUND TRADE With respect to fi- 


nancing, Federal 
Loan Administrator Jesse H: Jones has informed the conferences 
that he believes the Export-Import Bank can do the work. At pres- 
ent, the bank’s outstanding loans leave no margin for more lending, 
but many of the loans may be taken over by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, thus releasing additional funds. If this does 
not meet the situation, a reasonable expansion of the bank’s lending 
powers will be asked of congress. There is also the hope that rises 
in commodity prices, and South American war trade with the De- 
mocracies, will supply South America with extra foreign exchange 
which may be used in paying North American exporters. 

Simultaneously, wise measures are being taken to safeguard our 
customers to the southward from possible excess on our exporters’ 
part. It is recognized that South American satisfaction with our 
business methods is an important requirement of our foreign rela- 
tions. 

Accordingly, commercial attaches in all South American capitals 
have been instructed to watch local agents of American firms, re- 
porting back on exorbitant price boosts or other mistaken behavior. 
The Commerce Department, in co-operation with the commercial 
banks, the government lending agencies and the manufacturers’ and 
trade associations, is working out an informal disciplinary proce- 
dure. Fly-by-night American salesmen are to be kept out of South 
America by the department in co-operation with the South Ameri- 
can governments, and South American buyers visiting this country 
will have full facilities at their disposal to insure a fair deal for 
them. In fact, matters are being arranged with a view to healthy 
profits and sound trade development.

In other words, Washington would not permit our ships TO 
CARRY to the belligerents of that day any of the contraband of 
war.
